The hero uncovers a subtle plot to demoralize American 
military personnel through magazine articles, photographs and movies which emphasize 
the negative of military life by describing the ha^j^rds and horrors of war, and peace 
i time military service. When he attempts to expose this situation, the hero is labeled 
by Pentagon hierarchy as a "controversial person” and his boss inforing him that his

Winston has in the past been guilty of repeating extremely 
derogatory statements concerning the Director's character to a 
representative of a Senate Subcommittee. From his activities while 
employed by Navy and his testimony before the Subcommittee* there has 
arisen some doubt about his mental condition. His allegation to the 
Bureau concerning the Navy's Office of Information collaborating with 
enemy psychological warfare, his subsequent book pertaining primarily 
to the same theory and his current letters to the Senate Subcommittee 
and the FBI indicate his suspicions of improper acts by Navy have become 
an obsession with him. It is believed that any letter to him over the 
Director's signature or any contact with him by an Agent might indicate 
to him a Bureau interest in his obsession which could possibly result in 
embarrassment to the Bureau. 

RECOMMENDATION: 


It is recommended that Winston's letter not be acknowledged 
and that no contact be made with him.

By letter dated 9-6-58 (apparently dated in error), Winston 
advised he had contacted our Resident Agent at White Plains, New York, 1 
and discussed the material he submitted with that letter. Attached k 

thereto were a copy of his letter to the Bureau dated 9-7-58, a copy 
of a letter he received from the Chicago Tribune - New York News 
Syndicate, Inc., New York City, dated 1-27-58 advising him the

I'ty recollection does not accord precisely with 
yours as you state it in this letter. For instance, 
you stated as your memory that on a particular occasion 
I said "Oh, we know all about hiral" My memory is that 
what I said was "We know the name." 

You give it as your recollection that on another 
occasion I told you over the telephone that it would have 
been all right to have given information to the F.B.I, 
"because it would help the F.B.I. to complete its case" 
against your C.I.A. associate. My memory is that I told 
you I thought you should have given the Bureau the infor- 
mation requested! but that I did not make any such statement 
as that "it would help the F.B.I. to complete its case" 
against anyone.

‘Russians Not Enemy* 

“The people of Russia are not 
our enemy,” he said, “because less 
than three per cent of these people 
are Communists.”

He emphasized this by putting 
himself in the role of a Communist 
thinker and saying — “if there is 
open warfare these stupid Ameri- 
cans might blow us up.” 

Again analyzing the Communists, 
Fox said, “they think we are gul- 
lible but they are in for a big sur- 
prise because this crowd here to- 
night is an indication of the fact 
that the people of America want 
to know the facts.” 

Fox put forth this formula for 
Americans who want to start win- 
ning the cold war. He said that our 
foremost weapon is faith in God : 
— you can't keep the instinct of re- ' 
llgion away from the people. 

U.S. Has Big Weapon 
He said the Commies fail to real- 
ize that Americans have another 
big weapon — the dignity of man. 

Fox meticulously built the pic- 
ture story of incidents where Com- 


mies have master - minded pro- 
grams of national interest, back- 
ed by big business, to ban atomic 
weapons. That, he said, is one of 
the major objectives of the Com- 
munist party. 

“By using tactics like these,” 
he said, “the Commies bypass the 
normal brain reactions and appeal 
directly to your emotions.” 

Then he listed key words used in 
magazine articles to tear down the 
I morale of our armed forces and il- 
lustrated how these key words kept 
creeping into magazine stories. 

Fox said that one way to fight 
this is for people who have invest- 
ments in companies whose adver- 
tising programs are backing such 
ideas to write letters of protest to 
the company presidents. 

Watch Fur Fly 

“Once people learn that their 
own money is being used to de- 
stroy them — watch the fur fly,” 
Fox said. He injected the theory 
that business can’t protest in some 
instances because of the fear of 
labor unions. 

As -for what happens when an or- 
ganization protests, he said an ex- 
cellent report of the American Bar 
Assn, committee on Communism 
had be en suppre ssed until a news- 


paper found out about it and got 
it published by a non-profit organ- 
ization. Fox said that the organi- 
zation then had its non-profit status 
taken away by the government. 

Fox related efforts of the mili- 
tary and the government to do 
something about magazines that 
are printing stories designed to de- 
stroy the prestige of the 
armed forces. He told of one pro- 
test to the White House and how 
the President had become angry 
when it was brought to his atten- 
tion that his picture and a story, 
said to have been approved by 
him, were used in an anti-military 
magazine.

Winston also corresponded with the Bureau concerning matters within 
the Navy Department and asked for protection for his wife and family. He was 
described as being a "controversial figure. " 

Recently Winston has apparently been going about the country lecturing 
under the name of Colonel Victor J. Fox and is purported to have written a book, 

"The Pentagon Case, " which explains in detail how the communists are out to wreck 
the American way of life. It is noted that a lecture in Sarasota, Florida, attracted 
over 2,000 people. (62-04705-13) 

While this is not a complete review of all material on Winsto n in 
files, it is an indication of his activities and perhaps substantiates | [ s feeling 

that Winston does not know fact from fiction. 


It is further noted that the Vice President of the organization ba cking 
Philbrick and Winston is Merwin K. Hart. (This name was given to Kemper by | 
with a spelling of Mervin K. Hart. ) 

Hart, of course, is well known to the Bureau and was subject to a 
security type investigation conducted from 1942 through 1948. This revealed that he 
was pro-Fascist, pro -Franco and was sympathetic to America First Group. Hart 
has been President of the National Economic Council since it was founded in 1930. 
This group claims to be a nonprofit, nonpartisan organization dedicated to the 
preservation of private enterprise and the American way of life. It has been 
described as strongly pro-Franco and "fascist. " It has also been termed as violently 
anti-labor and has make reckless attacks against the United Nations. 

On October 16, 1958, the Director received an invitation from Hart to 
attend an informal dinner on November 5, 1958, at the University Club in New York 
City in honor of Philbrick. An in -absence reply declined the invitation. At that time 
Mr. Tolson indicated "I think we might warn Philbrick, " and the Director agreed. 

Mr. Nease spoke to Philbrick and tipped him off cm the background of 
Hart and the National Economic Council. Philbrick said he had met Hart through 
Robert Winston who wrote the book, 'The Pentagon Case, " which is mentioned above. 
Philbrick said that Winston is interested in gaining some backing for a television 
program entitled "World War m. " He further stated that tlfe program was originally 
his idea and would deal with communism. Through Winston, Hart had offered to 
sponsor the program. Philbrick stated that he did not agree with this since the 
National Economic Council was a nonprofit group and they expected to make some 
money eat of it. 
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Philbrick stated that Hart had offered to put on a dinner in New York 
I and to invite influential people and industrialists who might have some interest in 
sponsoring this television program. Philbrick said it was too late for him to get 
out of it at this time but added he would keep his guard up.

Kemper explained in general terms our relationships with Philbrick 
and told | | that we had had nothing to do with any of Philbrick' s efforts either 

in the field of books, television or radio. Kemper also told him that we could not be 
of any assistance to him, but that naturally we were interested in protecting the 
Bureau and that if he desired on his own volition to show us the scripts or the pilot 
films, w e would, of course, look at them on a confidential basis. It is felt that 
can be relied upon in this regard.

My dear Senator Eastland: 

On February 17, Secretary of Defense Thomas S. Gates repudiated, publicly apologized for, 
and ordered the withdrawal of an Air Force training manual which told the truth about 
Communist infiltration of our churches. As your Conmfittee well knows, this is not the 
first time that Secretary Gates has taken an action that — wittingly or unwittingly — 
has aided and abetted the Communist conspiracy. 

YoU will recall that in June 1955 I testified in executive session for several hours be- 
fore your Committee regarding Communist infiltration in the Pentagon. I did So only be- 
cause Mr. Gates, who at that time was the Navy’s Undersecretary, had personally ordered 
an Assistant Secretary of the Navy to discharge me without cause as the latter's Special 
Assistant, a GS-16 " supergrade " appointment. As you know, I refused to resign and re- 
quested an opportunity to hear the charges against me, directly from my accusers. 

As I later testified, my request was disregarded; and after an official report on Com- 
munist infiltration in the Pentagon, prepared by me in line of duty, was handed back to 
me by the Navy's inspector General, I submitted a copy of that report to your Committee. 

As instructed by your Committee's Counsel, I informed my Pentagon supervisors that I had 
testified before your Committee. Subsequently, as you know, Pentagon officials report- 
ing directly to Mr. Gates attempted to railroad me into the mental ward of Bethesda 
Naval Hospital, in ah obvious attempt to discredit my official report and my testimony 
before your Committee. 

In view of the recent action taken by Secretary Gates, I respectfully request that you 
make public my testimony before your Committee and my official report concerning the in- 
volvement of Pentagon officials with the Soviet Espionage Agent named in my report.

STATEMENT BY^UI 

' Captair^^V. 

Last DeJ^fer 2, 19 59, I spoke 
in the MunicipS Auditorium in San 
Antonio/ Texas, on the subject of Com- 
munist infiltration of the nation's mass 
information media. I appeared under 
the auspices of the Christian Crusade, 
under the direction of its President, 
Dr. Billy James Hargis, whose anti- 
Communist radio programs are heard 
daily in 44 states. Speaking under my 
pen-name of "Col. Victor J. Fox" (ac- 
tually I am a Captain in the U. S. 
Navy's Retired Reserve, a comparable 
rank) I illustrated my talk with doc- 
umentary exhibits ranging from the 
so-called "war horror" anti-morale 
magazines to pornographic teen-age 
publications and obscene paperback 
books. 

In the audience was Homer H. 
Hyde, who was later to be pilloried 
as the author of the Air Force manual. 
After hearing my presentation, Mr. 
Hyde showed me the manuscript of 
an Air Force pamphlet he was pre- 
paring. I made several suggestions, 
and called his attention to the various 
anti-Communist pamphlets available 
at the literature table in the auditor- 
ium. Among these was the now-fam- 
ous pamphlet published by "The Cir- 
cuit Riders" — portions of which Mr. 
Hyde quoted in the Air Force manual 
which Secretary Gates ordered with- 
drawn, and for which he apologized 
publicly to Mr. Wine of the National 
Council of Churches. 

This is not the first time Secretary 
Gates has used his great powers of 
office to discredit someone who att- 
empted to expose the handiwork of 
the Communists. 

I have never met Secretary Gates, 
or even set eyes on him, although I 
demanded to do so. For it was Mr. 
Gates — who at that time was Under- 
secretary of the U. S. Navy — who 
privately ordered an Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Navy to discharge me as 
the latter's Special Assistant, a $12,000 
a year "super-grade" appointment 
carrying a GS-16 grade, and top-secret 
security clearance. 

Fortunately I was forewarned by 
the Assistant Secretary's Naval Aide, 
who was present when Mr. Gates 
stormed in and demanded my scalp. 
The Naval Aide, puzzled by this sud- 
den and angry denunciation of me by 
Mr. Gates, came to me privately to ask 
what I had done to deserve the obvi- 
ous wrath of the Undersecretary of the 
Navy. 

What 1 had done, apparently, was 
an unforgivable sin the eyes of Mr. 
Gates: in the course of my assigned 
duties I had come upon clear evidence 
— documented by official Department

of Defense correspondence, of collusion 
with known Coij^j^ists by senior U. S. 
officers on acf^Pputy — and I had 
put this evidei^Hmto an official report 
which I was about to submit to the 
Assistant Secretary. 

It had taken me several weeks of 
careful research to make sure of my 
facts — some of which required check- 
ing with the FBI through the Office of 
Naval Intelligence. Among those who 

I were involved was a high-level Soviet 
espionage agent whose FBI dossier car- 
ried a higher security classification 
than TOP SECRET: it was in the EYES 
ONLY category. This FBI file was shown 
by a senior Naval Intelligence official 
to the Assistant Secretary (whose iden- 
tity is not disclosed here because he 
has since returned to civilian life, and 
who was at that time subject to the 
orders of his superior. Undersecretary 
Gates). 

Before I could submit my report 
to the Assistant Secretary, someone In 
the Pentagon got wind of it and went 
directly to Mr. Gates, who personally 
insisted that I be fired. This much is 
clear: the comrade who denounced me 
to Mr. Gates was tipped off either by 
someone in Navy Intelligence, Navy 
Public Information, or the Office of In- 
formation of the Department of De- 
fense. 

So, the Assistant Secretary obedi- 
ently called me on the carpet. He told 
me that I had become "a controversial 
figure," and magnanimously offered 
me "a few weeks to look around for 
another job, before turning in your 
resignation." I replied that I was not 
going to resign under a cloud, without 
first hearing the charges and facing 
the man who made them. 

The Assistant Secretary looked as- 
tonished, and started stalling. There 
was no security question involved, he 
assured me, or any question of pro- 
fessional competence on my part; I had 
merely been "stepping on too many 
toes around the Pentagon." But at no 
time did he ever inform me that Mr. 
Gates had ordered him to fire me, or 
did he ever explain what charges had 
been made against me or who made 
them. 

I asked the Assistant Secretary to 
reserve judgment until he could read 
my report, and he agreed to do so. 
But he only skimmed through part of 
it, commenting that I was "seeing 
things in dark corners." When it be- 
came obvious that my report would 
only be pigeon-holed, I personally 
delivered a copy to the office of the 
Navy's Inspector General, an Admiral 
who sent for me the next day and 
personally handed it back to me. "A 
very interesting report," was all he 
said. 


I then sent a copy directly to FBI 
Director J. Edgajj^Apver. The next day 
his Pentagon officer telephoned 

me that my was being returned 

to the Navy De|rartment, in accordance 
with Government jurisdictional regula- 
tions. In desperation, I took the last 
copy to the Senate Internal Security 
Sub-Committee, which agreed to hear 
me in executive session for twenty 
minutes. (After learning what was in- 
volved, they sent out for lunch and 
kept me testifying for more than three 
hours.) 

The Sub-Committee's Counsel in- 
structed me to inform my office that I 
had placed the whole case on the 
record, for my own protection. If I did 
so, he assured me, it would discourage 
any punitive measures against me by 
Pentagon officials. 

What happened shocked him al- 
most as much as it shook me. The As- 
sistant Secretary called me to his of- 
fice and, in the presence of his Naval 
Aide, he told me solicitiously: "You've 
been under a great strain lately, and 
we want to help you. The Navy's Sur- 
geon General, Admiral Hogan, is wait- 
ing outside in my car. Hell personally 
go with you to Bethesda Naval Hospi- 
tal, where you will receive the finest 
medical treatment they can provide." 

I replied that, since I was not on 
active duty, I was not entitled to free 
"medical" treatment at government ex- 
pense. He assured me that this was no 
problem whatever, since the details al- 
ready had been arranged. 

I countered by asking him to put 
his request in writing, so that 1 could 
give the Senate Sub-Committee a copy. 
He was understandably reluctant to do 
this, and that ended the discussion. He 
finally dismissed me, saying that he 
would dispose of my case later. I re- 
ported this to the Senate Sub-Commit- 
tee Counsel, who warned me: "Don't 
go near Bethesda Naval Hospital under 
any circumstances. If you do, they will 
'railroad' you!" 

For a couple of days afterward, 
everything was ominously quiet. The 
Assistant Secretary was as cordial and 
friendly as before, although he was 
the one who was now obviously "un- 
der a great strain" Shortly afterward, 
I learned why, when my older brother 
suddenly appeared in my home. My 
brother told me that he had flown to 
Washington hurriedly, after a long- 
distance telephone call from a high 
U. S. Government official who told him 
only that I was "very sick." 

On his arrival in Washington, my 
brother was placed under intensive 
pressure for several hours by the As- 
sistant Secretary, the Surgeon General, 
all, S. Senator, and several other high 
government Officials who attempted to 
persuade him that I needed immediate 


psychiatric treatment. (Please remem- 
ber that the Ncwgjs Surgeon General 
was actually di^^wng my case with- 
out ever havl^^^Rn me, and that I 
have never s^m him to this day!) 

The purpose of this fantastic 
frame-up was simply to discredit me 
as a witness before the Senate Internal 
Security Sub-Committee. (The testimony 
of anyone having a record of psychi- 
atric treatment would be gleefully ridi- 
culed and instantly destroyed by Com- 
munist defense attorneys.) 

Thanks to the stubborn loyalty of 
my brother, who refused to sign a 
commitment warrant until he had seen 
me, I am still free today. I am not an 
inmate of a mental institution (as re- 
cently alleged by a high Pentagon of- 
ficial) and I have never been a men- 
tal patient, nor have I ever received 
psychiatric treatment of any kind. 

Yet I was nearly railroaded into 
the mental ward of a government hos- 
pital — by Secretary Gates and his 
Pentagon "yes-men" — to silence me 
as a potential government witness 
against Communist agents in the Pen- 
tagon. 

These brazen attempts to deprive 
me of my constitutional rights are 
police-state methods at their worst. 
And the man who instigated this de- 
spicable action to disgrace and dis- 
credit me now holds what amounts 
to the actual power of life and death 
over millions of American citizens! 

On February 20, President Eisen- 
hower announced new security proced- 
ures giving accused persons the right 
to confront and cross-examine their 
accusers. This right was denied to me, 
when the Assistant Secretary refused 
to tell me what charges were made 
against me, or let me face my accus- 
ers. Whoever they were, they were 
protected by Mr. Gates, who hid be- 
hind his immunity as Undersecretary 
of the Navy, who went on to become 
Secretary of the Navy and who is now 
the nation's Secretary of Defense. But 
my 20-year career of honorable gov- 
ernment service went down the drain— 
along with the retirement benefits for 
which I would now be eligible— and 
i had to start all over again at the age 
of 47. 

In attempting to discredit my tes- 
timony before the Senate Internal Se- 
curity Sub-Committee, Mr. Gates and 
those who carried out his orders em- 
ployed police-state methods which are 
totally un-American. And in doing so, 
wittingly or unwittingly, these men 
aided and abetted the Communist con- 
spiracy.

Statement by Robert A. Winston, 

Captain, U.S.N.R. (ret.)

Mr, Hyde showed me the manuscript of an Air Force 
pamphlet he was preparing. I made several sugges- 
tions, and called his attention to the various anti- 
Communist pamphlets available at the literature 
table in the auditorium. Among these was the now- 
famous pamphlet published by “The Circuit Riders” 
-portions of which Mr. Hyde quoted in the Air Force 
manual which Secretary Gates ordered withdrawn, 
and for which he apologized publicly to Mr. Wine of 
the National Council of Churches. 

This is not the first time Secretary Gates has used 
his great powers of office to discredit someone who 
attempted to expose the handiwork of' the Commu- 
nists. 

I have never met Secretary Gates, or even set eyes 
on him, although I demanded to do so. For it was Mr. 

Gates -who at that time was Under-Secretary of the 
U.S. Navy -who privately ordered an Assistant Sec- 
retary of the Navy to discharge me as the latter’s 
Special Assistant, a $12,Q00-a-year “super-grade” 
appointment carrying a GS-16 grade, and top-secret 
security clearance. 

Fortunately, I was forewarned by the Assistant 
Secretly* $ Naval Aide, who was present when Mr. 
Gates stormed in and demanded my scalp. The Naval 
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Aide, puzzled by this sudden and angry denunciation 
of me by Mr. Gates, came to me privately to ask what 
I had done to deserve the obvious wrath of the 
Undersecretary of the Navy. 

What I had done, apparently, was an unforgivable 
sin in the eyes of Mr. Gates: in the course of my as- 
signed duties I had come upon clear evidence-docu- 
mented by official Department of Defence correspon- 
dence-of collusion with known Communists by 
senior U.S. officers on active duty, and I had put 
this evidence into an official report which I was 
about to submit to the Assistant Secretary. 

It had taken me several weeks of careful research 
to make sure of my facts -some of which required 
checking with the F.B.I. through the Office of Naval 
Intelligence. Among those who were involved was a 
high-level Soviet espionage agent whose F.B.I. dos- 
sier carried a higher security classification than 
TOP SECRET: it was in the EYES ONLY category. 
This F.B.I. file was shown by a senior Naval Intel- 
ligence official to the Assistant Secretary (whose 
identity is not disclosed here because he has since 
returned to civilian life, and who was at that time 
subject to the orders of his superior, Undersecretary 
Gates). 

Denounced by a Comrade 

Before I could submit my report to the Assistant 
Secretary, someone in the Pentagon got wind of it 
and went directly to Mr. Gates, who personally in- 
sisted that I be fired. This much is clear: the com- 
rade who denounced me to Mr. Gates was tipped off 
either by someone in Navy Intelligence, Navy Public 
Information, or the Office of Information of the De- 
partment of Defence. 

So, the Assistant Secretary obediently called me 
on the carpet. He told me that I had become “a con- 
troversial figure/’ and magnanimously offered me 
“a few, weeks to look around for another job, before 
turning in your resignation.” I replied that I was not 
going to resign under a cloud, without first hearing 
the charges and facing the man who made them. 

The Assistant Secretary looked astonished, and 
started stalling. There was no security question in- 
volved, he assured me, or any question of profes- 
sional competence on my part; I had merely been 
"stepping on too many toes around the Pentagon.” 
But at no time did he ever inform me that Mr. Gates 
had ordered him to fire me, nor did he ever explain 
what charges had been made against me or who made 
them. 


I asked the Assistant Secretary to reserve judg- 
ment until he could read my report, and he agreed to 
do so. But he only skimmed through part of it, com- 
menting that I was "seeing things in dark corners.” 
When it became obvious that my report would only be . 
pigeon-holed, I personally delivered a copy to the 
office of the Navy’s Inspector General, an Admiral 
who sent for me the next day and personally handed 
it back to me. "A very interesting report,” was all 
he said. 

I then sent a copy to F.B.I. Director J. Edgar 
Hoover. The next day his Pentagon liaison officer 
telephoned me that my report was being returned to 
the Navy Department, in accordance with Government 
jurisdictional regulations. In desperation, I took the 
last copy to the Senate Internal Security Sub-Com- 
mittee, which agreed to hear me in executive session 
for twenty minutes. (After learning what was involv- 
ed, they sent out for lunch and kept me testifying for 
more than three hours.) 

The Sub-Committee’s Counsel instructed me to in- 
form my office that I had placed the whole case on 
record, for my own protection. If I did so, he assured 
me, it would discourage any punitive measures a- 
gainst me by Pentagon officials. 

What happened shocked him almost as much as it 
shook me. The Assistant Secretary called me into 
his office and, in the presence of his Naval Aide, he 
told me solicitously: "You’ve been under a great 
strain lately, and we want to help you. The Navy’s 
Surgeon General, Admiral Hagan, is waiting outside 
in my car. He’ll personally go with you to Bethesda 
Naval Hospital where you will receive the finest 
medical treatment they can provide.” 

A "Mental Health” Case 

I replied that, since I was not on active duty, I 
was not entitled to free "medical” treatment at gov- 
ernment expense. He assured me that this was no 
problem whatever, since the details already had 
been arranged. 

I countered by asking him to put his request in - 
writing, so that I could give the Senate Sub-Commit- 
tee a copy. He was understandably reluctant to do 
this, and that ended the discussion. He finally dis- 
missed me, saying that he would dispose of my case 
later. I reported this to the Senate Sub-Committee 
Counsel, who warned me: "Don’t go near Bethesda 
Naval Hospital under any circumstances. If you do 
they will ‘railroad’ you!”

For a couple of days afterward, everything was 
ominously quiet. The Assistant Secretary was as 
cordial and friendly as before, although he was the 
one who was now obviously "under a great strain." 
Shortly afterward, I learned why, when my older 
brother suddenly appeared in my home. My brother 
told me that he had flown to Washington hurriedly, 
after a long-distance telephone call from a high U.S. 
Government official who told him only that I was 

very sick. 

On his arrival in Washington, my brother was 
placed under intensive pressure for several hours by 
the Assistant Secretary, the Surgeon General, a U.S. 
Senator and several other high government officials 
who attempted to persuade him that I needed immedi- 
ate psychiatric treatment. (Please remember that the 
Navy's Surgeon General was actually diagnosing my 
case without ever having seen me, and that I have 
never seen him to this day!) 

The purpose of this fantastic frame-up was simply 
to discredit me as a witness before the Senate In- 
ternal Security Sub-Committee. (The testimony of 
anyone having a record of psychiatric treatment 
would be gleefully ridiculed and instantly destroyed 
by Communist defence attorneys.) 

Thanks to the stubborn loyalty of my brother, who 
refused to sign a commitment warrant until he had 
seen me, I am still free today. I am not an inmate of 
a mental institution (as recently alleged by a high 
Pentagon official) and I have never been a mental 
patient, nor have I ever received psychiatric treat- 
ment of any kind. 

Yet I was nearly railroaded into the mental ward of 
a government hospital -by Secretary Gates and his 
Pentagon "yes-men" -to silence me as a potential 
government witness against Communist agents in the 
Pentagon.

These brazen attempts to deprive me of my consti- 
tutional rights are police-state methods at their 
worst. And the man who instigated this despicable 
action to disgrace and discredit me now holds what 
amounts to the actual power of life and death over 
millions of American citizens. 

On February 20th, President Eisenhower announc- 
ed new security procedures giving accused persons 
the right to confront and cross-examine their accus- 
ers. This right was denied to me, when the Assis-

When it became obvious that my report would only be 
pigeon-holed, I personally delivered a copy to the 
^office of the Navy’s Inspector General, an Admiral 
who sent for me the next day and personally handed 
it back to me. "A very interesting report," was all 
he said. 

I then sent a copy to F.B.I. Director J, Edgar 
Hoover. The next day his Pentagon liaison officer 
telephoned me that my report was being returned to 
the Navy Department, in accordance with Government 
jurisdictional regulations. In desperation, I took the 
last copy to the Senate Internal Security Sub-Com- 
mittee, which agreed to hear me in executive session 
for twenty minutes. (After learning what was involv- 
ed, they sent out for lunch and kept me testifying for 
more than three hours.) 

The Sub-Committee’s Counsel instructed me to in- 
form my office that I had placed the whole case on 
record, for my own protection. If I did so, he assured 
me, it would discourage any punitive measures a- 
gainst me by Pentagon officials. _ 

What happened shocked him almost as much as it 
shook me. The Assistant Secretary called me into 
his office and, in the presence of his Naval Aide, he 
told me solicitously: "You’ve been under a great 
strain lately, and we want to help you. The Navy’s 
Surgeon General, Admiral Hagan, is waiting outside 
in my car. He’ll personally go with you to Bethesda 
Naval Hospital where you will receive the finest 
medical treatment they can provide."

I replied that, since I was not on active duty, I ,'L 
was not entitled to free "medical" treatment at gov- ;

I countered by asking him to put his request in / 
writing, so that I could give the Senate Sub-Commit-^ 
tee a copy.

later. I reported this to the Senate Sub-Committee

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For a couple of days afterward, everything was 
ominously quiet. The Assistant Secretary was as 
cordial and friendly as before, although he was the 
one who v/as now obviously "under a great strain/ 1 
Shortly afterward, I learned why, when my older 
brother suddenly appeared in my home. My brother 
told me that he had flown to Washington hurriedly, 
after a long-distance telephone call from a high U.S. 
Government official who told him only that I was 
"very sick." 

On his arrival in Washington, my brother was 
placed under intensive pressure for several hours by 
the Assistant Secretary, the Surgeon General, a U.S. 
Senator and several other high government officials 
who attempted to persuade him that I needed immedi- 
ate psychiatric treatment. (Please remember that the 
Navy’s Surgeon General was actually diagnosing my 
case without ever having seen me, and that I have 
never seen him to this day!) 

The purpose of this fantastic frame-up was simply 
to discredit me as a witness before the Senate In- 
ternal Security Sub-Committee. (The testimony of 
anyone having a record of psychiatric treatment 
would be gleefully ridiculed and instantly destroyed 
by-Gommun is t-defe nce-attorneys.) — „ 

Thanks to the stubborn loyalty of my brother, who 
refused to sign a commitment warrant until he had 
seen me, l am still free today. I am not an inmate of 
a mental institution (as recently alleged by a high 
Pentagon official) and I have never been a mental 
patient, nor have 1 ever received psychiatric treat- 
ment of any kind. 

Yet I was nearly railroaded into the mental ward of 
a government hospital -by Secretary Gates and his 
Pentagon "yes-men" -to silence me as a potential 
government witness against Communist agents in the 
Pentagon. 

Police State Methods 

These brazen attempts to deprive me of my consti- 
tutional rights are police-state methods at their 
worst. And the man who instigated this despicable 
action to disgrace and discredit me now holds what 
amounts to the actual power of life and death over 
millions of American citizens. 

On February 20th, President Eisenhower announc- 
ed new security procedures giving accused persons 
the right to confront and cross-examine their accus- 
ers. This right was denied to me, when the Assis- 
tant Secretary refused to tell me what charges were 


made against me, or let me face my accusers. Who- 
ever they were they were protected by Mr, Gates, 
who hid behind his immunity g$ Undersecretary of 
the Navy, who went on to become Secretary of the 
Navy and who is now the nation’s Secretary of De- 
fence. But my 20-year career of honourable govern- 
ment service went down the drain -along with the 
retirement benefits for which I would now be eligible 
-and I had to start all over again at the age of 47. 

In attempting to discredit my testimony before the 
Senate Internal Security Sub-Committee, Mr, Gates 
and those who carried out his orders employed po- 
lice-state methods which are totally un-American, 
And in doing so, wittingly or unwittingly, these men 
aided and abetted the Communist conspiracy.

Victim of ‘Mental Health* 

The attempt to prove Capt. Winston “men- 
tally ill” was also made in the case of Povl 
Bang-Jensen, the Danish U.N. diplomat who at 
the price of his life gave the world the U.N. 
Report on Hungary. 

Miss Alice Widener, a patriotic American pub- 
lisher, refers in her publication l/.S.A. to in- 
controvertible evidence that the Head of the 
U.N. Health Service was ordered to suggest 
that Bang-Jensen seek psychiatric care. She 
reveals that Bang-Jensen, whom she describes 
as “a stern principled lawyer, a soft-hearted 
man, a devoted husband and gentle father,” 
providentially wrote a letter to his wife saying 
that he would never commit suicide. In a memo- 
randum dated 30th November, 1957 Bang-Jensen 
wrote: 

"My wife who has been a calm, courageous and 
clear-minded adviser. . .has later begun to worry 
about this story (about ‘mental ill-health’ -Ed.) 
whfch she connects with certain other facts; She 
fears, now that it is clear that I will not retreat, 
that the circles outside the Secretariat ULTI- 


MATELY responsible for the sabotage, might 
have decided that it is necessary to risk having 
me disappear out of the window, or similarly, in 
‘a fit of depression' ... My wife has, neverthe- 
less, insisted that I should inform a few of my 
friends, that under no circumstances would I 
commit suicide. 

"...My wife has also asked me to write this 
memorandum to her, and to make it clear also in 
this, that under no circumstances whatsoever 
would I ever commit suicide. . . " 

Two years later Bang-Jensen, brave Danish 
patriot and Protestant Christian, was found 
dead, declared a “suicide.” 

Whilst the case of Bang-Jensen has been vir- 
tually ignored in the press, the case of Caryl 
Chessman, convicted kidnapper and rapist who 
is a professed atheist and whose books written 
in “Death Row” champion Marxist principles, 
has been offered for public sympathy. The nar 
ture of our contemptible “free” press was 
never more vividly illustrated,

The criticism by Winston against the Navy and 
the Department of Defense has been brought to the Bureau's 
attention on numerous occasions. Under the pen name of 
Victor J. Fox he wrote "The Pentagon Case" which, while 
fiction, gives the impression it is based on fact. The 
book refers to a subtle plot of the communists to wreck the 
American way of life and demoralize military personnel. In 
1955 Winston was Special Assistant to the Assistant Secretary 
of the Navy for Personnel and Reserve Forces. He has 
frequently alleged that Gates tried to railroad him into 
a mental institution to discredit his charges that communists 
have infiltrated the Pentagon. (62-104705) 

Correspondent's letter is not being referred 
to Navy since Navy is well aware of the allegations and 
activities of Winston. In view of correspondent's status 
as a retired Navy officer, it is being suggested that he 
may desire to communicate with the Secretary of the Navy 
concerning his inquiries.

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THE STRANGE SILENCE OF SECRETARY GATES 


Traditionally, any American who 
holds high office of public trust will 
immediately defend himself against 
any challenge to his personal integrity 
. . . particularly when that challenge 
carries the clear Implication that he 
has more than once given aid and 
comfort to the enemy. 

If is utterly incredible that any 
high U. $. government official . . . 
publicly charged with malfeasance in 
office through a two-column news item 
carrying his picture in the nation's 
largest newspaper - would not per- 
sonally demand the right to remove 
even the suspicion of a cloud on his 
reputation. 

. Twice in the short space of three 
weeks America's Secretary of Defense, 
Thomas S. Gates, has avoided replying 
personally to grave questions as to his 
personal integrity and his loyalty to 
his country. 

On February 19 Chairman Francis 
E. Walter of the House Un-American 
Activities Committee publicly called Mr. 
Gates guilty of a "groveling apology" 
to the National Council of Churches — 
an organization having over 100 per- 
sons in leadership capacity with either 
Communist-front records or records of 
service to Communist causes. (The 
House Un-American Activities Commit- 
tee report of February 25, 1960 states 
that "the aggregat e affiliations of the

leadership of the National Council of 
Churches, instead of being in the hun- 
dreds as the Chairman first indicated, 
is now, according to our latest count, 
into the thousands, and we have yet 
to complete our check.") 

What other high U. S. Publie of- 
ficial — charged with a "groveling 
apology" to an organization whose 
leadership has literally thousands of 
Communist-front affiliations — would 
let such a scathing public challenge to 
his integrity go unanswered? Yet Sec- 
retary Gates took it lying down. 

Less than three weeks later, the 
New York Daily News published the 
news items which are reproduced on 
Page 1 1 of this report. The headline of 
the earlier story charges Secretary 
Gates with trying to discredit a report 
on Communist infiltration in the Pent- 
agon. The headline in the later story 
charges him with using un-American, 
police-state methods to discredit a gov- 
ernment witness against the Commu- 
nist criminal conspiracy. 

These are extremely grave 
charges, openly implying the possib- 
ility that a trusted government official 
has acted treasonably. And again Sec- 
retary Gates took it lying down. 

Something is drastically wrong 
when a public official will not reply 
personally to a published challenge to 
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his integrity. Any honest man would 
be filled with righteous wrath at even 
the suggestion that he had, on two 
different occasions, wittingly or unwit- 
tingly taken an action that has aided 
and abetted the Communist conspiracy 
— and that is exactly what Mr. Gates 
was charged with, in the letter repro- 
duced on the bottom of this page. 

What is wrong with Secretary 
Gates? Any man of integrity would 
instantly defend his own honor per- 
sonally, saying, "whoever said that is 
a dirty liar, and I'll tell him so to his 
face!" 

But Secretary Gates did net an- 
swer. Instead, an unidentified "spokes- 
man" issued this non-committal state- 
ment: "Anybody who knows Secretary 
Gates knows he wouldn't try to rail- 
road anybody any place. His record 
as a public servant is above reproach." 

"CLEAN AS A HOUND'S TOOTH?" 

Like Caesar's wife, the public ■ 
record of the U. S. Secretary of Defense 
should definitely be above reproach. 
General Eisenhower personally set 
high standards of public conduct for 
administration officials in his historic 


statement that key men around him 
must be "clean as a hound's tooth." 

Why, then, does Secretary Gates 
let these shocking challenges to his 
integrity go unanswered, evading a 
direct answer to specific charges that 
he took certain actions, on specified 
dates, which are a matter of official 
record? How long does he think he can 
get away with an attitude of dignified 
silence when photostatic records are 
available as proof? The longer this 
matter goes on unanswered, the fouler 
the stench will become, until no one 
can ignore it. 

The time is long past for any cov- 
er-ups by faceless "spokesmen." True 
answers to a few direct questions will 
place this case in its proper perspec- 
tive, and clear the air of a nauseous 
odor which is rapidly becoming un- 
bearable. 

Before asking those questions, let 
us first review the developments which 
led up to the present situation, in their 
chronological order. 

On March 7th my letter to Sen. 
James O. Eastland, Chairman of the 
Senate Internal Security Sub-Committee 
was received by his office. That letter 
reads as follows: 


"My dear Senator Eastland: On February 17, Secretary of Defense Thomas 
S. Gates repudiated, publicly apologized for, and ordered the withdrawal of an 
Air Force training manual which told the truth about Communist infiltration of 
our churches. As your Committee well knows, this is not the first time that 
Secretary Gates has taken an action that — wittingly or unwittingly — has 
aided and abetted the Communist conspiracy. 

"You will recall that in June 1955 I testified in executive session for sev- 
eral hours before your Committee regarding Communist infiltration in the Penta- 
gon; I did so only because Mr. Gates, who at that time was the Navy's Under- 
secretary, had personally ordered an Assistant Secretary of the Navy to dis- 
charge me without cause as the latter's Special Assistant, a GS-16 supergrade 
appointment. As you know, I refused to resign and requested an opportunity 
to hear the charges against me, directly from my accusers. 

"As I later testified, my request was disregarded; and after an official 
report on Communist infiltration in the Pentagon, prepared by me in line of 
duty, was handed back to me by the Navy's Inspector General, I submitted a 
copy of that report to your Committee.

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"As instructed by your Committee's Counsel, I informed my Pentagon super- 
visor; that I had testified before your Committee. Subsequently, as you know. 
Pentagon officials reporting directly to Mr. Gates attempted to railroad me into 
the mental ward of Bethesda Naval Hospital, in an obvious attempt to discredit 
my official report arid my testimony before your Committee. 

"In view of the recent action taken by Secretary 'Gates, I respectfully re- 
quest that you make public my testimony before your Committee and my of- 
ficial report concerning the involvement of Pentagon officials with the Soviet 
Espionage Agent named in my report. Very sincerely yours, Robert A. Winston, 
Captain, USNR (Ret.)"

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"lhis is the second time a letter I have written to the Senate Internal 
Security Sub-Committee, about my 1955 testimony, has gone unanswered and 
unacknowledged: On 27 Decembr 1955 — seven months after I had testified 
and carried out their instructions — I wrote a two-page letter to the Committee's 
Counsel, with copies to Senators Eastland and Jenner. The following paragraphs 
from that letter are pertinent to the present case: 

'"You will recall that after I testified before you r Committee in closed ses- 
sion, in compliance with your instructions, I informed my office that I had done 
so. This resulted, as you know, in a strenuous attempt by the Navy's Secretariat 
to convince my family and your Committee that I was mentally unbalanced: 
Secretary Pratt and other top Navy officials prevailed upon Senator Capehart 
to summon my older brother to Washington without my knowledge and attemp- 
ted to obtain his assistance in sending me for treatment to the Bethesda Navy 
Hospital, which I was not legally entitled to enter. 

"'I have since learned that the Navy's Surgeon General, Admiral Hogan — 
whom I have never met — was present during these discussions and gave his 
opinion about my mental condition without ever having seen me. I have also 
learned that my co-workers in the Navy Department were deliberately mis- 
informed that I had suffered a nervous breakdown, and that this rumor was 
spread around the Pentagon among Naval officers with whom I had served 
over a 20-year-period. (Two Navy Commanders who are familiar with this 
entire episode have so informed me) . . .' 

"In the face of this continued silence from the Senate Committee over a 
period of nearly five years, it now appears obvious that they do not intend to 
take action in this case — perhaps because a member of the U. S. Senate (Sen- 
ator Homer E. Capehart) is involved. Accordingly, I respectfully request that 
you place the enclosed information before the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities and direct it to make a full and complete investigation of the actions 
by Secretary Gates and others to discredit me as a U. S. Government witness 
against the Communist conspiracy." 

On March 13 I sent Chairman Walter additional information, documented 
with excerpts from the official log of Undersecretary of the Navy Gates. (A 
photostat of the key exhibit from this log is available.) 

As I emphasized in this letter, "the most significant portion of my testimony 
before the Senate Internal Security Sub-Committee on 19 May 1955 was con- 
cerned with Communist infiltration of the religious indoctrination programs of 
the Armed Services. This involved the Armed Forces Chaplains Board, which 
had been maneuvered into unwanted cooperation with a discredited group of 
former chaplains, who exerted pressure through Undersecretary of the Navy 
Gates to force the cooperation of the Armed Forces Chaplains with a 'National 
Chaplains-Parents Conference' that was to be held on Memorial Day in 1955 
at Rochester, New York. Vice-President Nixon attended this event, of which the 
main feature on the program was to be the annual 'Rochester Memorial Pag- 
eant.' 

"This Pageant was especially important because it involved a cast of hun- 
dreds of persons, including Armed Forces Chaplains, and because the Pageant 
script was to be used as the basis for a nationwide program of religious in- 
doctrination for teen-age draftees . . . 
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'This Pageant came to my attention in line of duty, as one of my assign* 
ments was to review anything involving my immediate superior, Mr. Albert 
Pratt, who was the Assistant Secretary of the Navy for Personnel and Reserve 
Forces. I was his Special Assistant for Morale and Welfare matters, and this 
project deeply affected military morale. Secretary Gates was also deeply in- 
volved, as will be seen below . . ." 

My letter also stated that Undersecretary of the Navy Gates' log of 29 
April 1955 showed that he had been advised that Vice-President Nixon would 
attend the Chaplain's Conference in Rochester. This letter also described how 
the services of a certain well-known writer had been obtained by a senior U. S. 
Navy Chaplain, through a well-known theological seminary, and that this 
writer had an extensive FBI file in the "Eyes Only" category. My letter also 
described how a Navy Intelligence official had shown this FBI file to Assistant 
Secretary Pratt in my presence, and that this same writer was still writing for 
the New York Times as late as March 13, 1960. 

My letter continued as follows: 

'The most shocking aspect of this latest pro-Communist action by Secretary 
Gates was not his brazen denial (through an unidentified 'spokesman', of 
course) that he would ever try to railroad anyone anywhere — but the complete 
suppression of this entire story by the U. S. Press — with the sole exception of 
the New York Daily News. 

"Nothing could demonstrate more clearly the appalling degree to which 
this nation's mass information media are infiltrated by the Communists, than 
this suppression of a story which could alert the American people and deal the 
Communist cause a severe setback . . . 

"Naturally, this would be explosive front-page news which, if presented 
fairly and objectively, would directly influence the outcome of this year's Pres- 
idential election. But in this case there is too much at stake to permit narrow 
political considerations to obscure the real issue, let's face it: The Eisenhower 
administration — which promised to 'dean up the mess in Washington' — has 
been soft on Communism in this case for nearly five years, and is rapidly get- 
ting softer. Undersecretary Gates and Assistant Secretary Pratt were Eisenhower 
appointees; ... let the President defend them if he can. But if he cannot, 
then the American people have the right to know the facts and the President 
has the duty to take appropriate, corrective action . . . 

"A spokesman for Secretary Gates (he is still ducking any personal state- 
ment) called his public record 'beyond reproach.' Yet he conspired to deprive 
me of my job, my career, my constitutional rights, and my personal freedom 
and ability to make a living. If these are actions 'beyond reproach,' we have 
already entered the era of police-state methods in the U. S. A. 

"Air Force Secretary Harold Talbott resigned after writing a letter to help 
a friend, and F.C.C. Chairman John Doerfer quit under fire after going out on 
a yacht. Now, what about Secretary Gates — who has twice taken an official 
action aiding Communist attempts to cover up their infiltration in the religious 
field: isn't this action by Secretary Gates more than ample reason for Congres- 
sional investigation and public censure?

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"I hope your Committee will hit this hard. No man is indispensable, and 
this country cannot afford a Secretary of Defense who is soft on Communism. 

"As an American citizen, I respectfully request that you place this informa- 
tion before your Committee and direct it to make a full and complete public 
investigation of this entire sorry situation, while there is still time to act before 
we are surrendered at the forthcoming 'Summit' disarmament conference." 


Copies of this letter were sent to 
Senator Eastland, and to the President's 
Press Secretary, James Hagerty. Chair- 
man Walter acknowledged receipt of 
this letter, in a letter to me dated 
March 14, 1960. 

On March 14 I received a letter 
from a well-known judge, who warn- 
ed me that "after your exposure of 
Secretary Gates, your life is in serious 
danger, and you should be very, very 
careful." 

On March 19 I received a threat- 
ening letter from an agent of the no- 
torious Anti - Defamation League o f 
B'nai B'rith (ADL) referring to the news 
story on Secretary Gates published on 
March 8. This letter warned me that "It 
would be well" if I advised the person 
who wrote this letter "if this news story 
told the whole story." 

I replied to this letter as follows: 
"Your letter to me has been long a- 
waited, since it provides documentary 
evidence of your association and con- 
nections with Messrs. Sanford Griffith 
(alias Al Scheffer) — whom you coyly 
refer to in your letter as 'Mr. X' — 
and his associate, Arnold Forster (nee 
Fastenburg), General Counsel of the 
ADL, whose un-American and pro- 
Communist activities are documented 
in the enclosed booklet . . . 

"This interest on the part of the 
Communist Party, via the ADL, in 
knowing whether or not 'the whole 
story' had been told, is highly illumin- 
ating. For your information, it has been 
told, in sworn testimony given in exec- 
utive session, and to at least two other 
trustworthy government agencies which 
the ADL would give its eye-teeth to 


have me identify. So you may rest as- 
sured that the fat is now really in the 
fire — far beyond the ability of the 
ADL to do anything about it — as your 
thinly veiled threats indicate you and 
they may be contemplating. It is now 
too late to prevent exposure of the 
ADL agents involved." (This letter, of 
course, was neither acknowledged nor 
answered). 

However, the longer President 
Eisenhower postpones action on this 
malodorous mess in Washington, the 
higher it will eventually blow his Ad- 
ministration — especially in an election 
year. Secretary Gates is either "as 
clean as a hound's tooth" — a devoted 
patriot whose public record is com- 
pletely "above reproach" — or the 
Republicans have another Teapot Dome 
scandal on their hands. (And we are 
sending copies of this bulletin to every 
U. S. Senator — lest anyone say that 
he wasn't informed.) 

Either we are going to have a 
government of the people, by the 
people, and for the people - or we 
are going to have a government by 
coercion, intimidation, and police-state 
methods like those used by Secretary 
Gates and his Pentagon cohorts in 
their attempt to discredit my testimony 
about Communist infiltration in the 
Pentagon. Those are the issues, and I 
intend to fight them all the way up to 
the Supreme Court, if necessary, to see 
that those responsible are brought to 
justice. Since neither the Senate Inter- 
nal Security Sub-Committee or the 
House Un-American Committee ap- 
pears inclined to take action on my 
formal requests, my only recourse is to 
lay this case before the American pub- 
lic. 
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The issues here are clear and un- 
complicated, and they can be clarified 
by a few direct questions: 

1. Did Undersecretary of the Navy 
Thomas S. Gates, on 12 May 1955, 
direct Assistant Secretary of the Navy 
Albert Pratt to discharge me as the 
latter's Special Assistant, in the pres- 
ence of Secretary Pratt's Naval Aide, 
Captain James H. Mini, USN, as re- 
ported to me that same date by Cap- 
tain Mini? 

2. Did Captain John D. Lamade, 
USN, Acting Chief of Information for 
the U. S. Navy, denounce me to Un- 
dersecretary of the Navy Gates in the 
latter's office during the meeting be- 
tween Captain Lamade and Underse- 
retary Gates which is recorded in the 
latter's log of 12 May 1955? 

3. Did Mr. William Abbott of the 
Office of Naval Intelligence show Sec- 
retary Pratt an "Eyes Only" FBI file on 
the author of the Rochester Memorial 
Pageant, in Secretary Pratt's office in 
my presence? 

4. Did Secretary Pratt, in his of- 
fice on 13 May 1955, ask me to submit 
my resignation, did I refuse, and did 
he, in his office on 31 May 1955, in 
the presence of his Naval Aide, Cap- 
tain James H. Mini, USN, ask me to 
go in his car, accompanied by the 
Navy's Surgeon General, Admiral Ho- 
gan, to Bethesda Naval Hospital? 

5. Did Senator Homer E. Cape- 
hart, in his office on June 6, 1955, in 
my brother's presence, also ask me to 
enter Bethesda Naval Hospital? 


6. When I declined, did Senator 
Capehart then request that I leave 
Washington, D. C., without the author- 
ization of my immediate superiors and 
against their specific instructions? 

7. Did Senator Capehart then per- 
sonally telephone Eastern Air Lines, in 


my brother's presence, and make a 
reservation for me to depart from 
Washington, D. C. on EAL Flight 461 
at 10:55 a.m. the next day for Evans- 
ville, Indiana? 

8. Did Rear Admiral Grenfel, head 
of the Navy's Security of Personnel of- 
fice, personally reprimand the Navy's 
senior Chaplain, Rear Admiral Edward 
B. Harp, for allowing U. S. Navy chap- 
lains to become associated with the 
author of the Rochester Memorial Pag- 
eant? 

9. Did the log of Undersecretary 
Gates on April 29, 1955 (copy avail- 
able) show that he was notified by 
Father Sheehy that Vice President Nix- 
on was going to attend the Rochester 
Chaplains meeting? 

10 Did I personally telephone the 
Republican National Committe on May 
22, 1955 and notify them that Vice 
President Nixon was scheduled to at- 
tend the Rochester Chaplains - Parents 
Conference, and that the scheduled 
program was Communist-infiltrated? 

11. Did I personally warn Navy 
Captain "Red" Yeager (who accom- 
panied Vice President Nixon to the 
Rochester Memorial Day meeting as 
the latter's Naval Aide) that the pro- 
gram was Communist-infiltrated and 
did I urge him to alert Vice President 
Nixon to the implications involved by 
his participation in this event? 

12. Did Undersecretary Gates (as 
shown by his log dated May 23, 1955) 
have lunch with Secretary Pratt, and 
also discuss "personnel problems" with 
Mr. Gilmartin, Pentagon liason rep- 
resentative of the Republican National 
Committee?

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GUIDELINES FOR ACTION 

Those of you who don't want to 
sit still and watch America go down 
the Communist drain, have two courses 
of action which can be extremely ef- 
fective in 1 960 — the Year of Decision:

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TI-COMMUNISM” MYTH EXPLODED 


This article is reprinted from the April issue 
of the British report, "INTELLIGENCE." 

This bulletin dislikes the word n sensa- 
tional’ ’ but there is no doubt that it is mer- 
ited in the following case, which could 
prove to be a cause celehre in the fight 
against subversion in the West. 

In Intelligence for January - February we 
reviewed a book called The Pentagon Case 
by Col. Victor J. Fox, which we suggested 
was an account of actual happenings. That 
it is so has been revealed by the author, 
who, incensed by continuing pro-Communist 
machinations high in the U.S. Government, 
ja^as revealed his identity. 

He is Robert A. Winston, a retired Cap- 
tain of the U.S. Navy with a distinguished 
war record, who has named the official re- 
sponsible for sacking him from his post in 
the Pentagon because he had uncovered 
deep Communist penetration there. The 
same official tried to get Capt. Winston 
committed to a U.S. hospital as a " psychi- 
atric” case - the same hospital, it is worth 
recording, in which both Senator Joseph Mc- 
Carthy and Secretary of Defence J.ames For- 
restal met an untimelyUeath. 

TEe identity of the official responsible is 
revealed as Thomas A. Gates, former Under- 
secretary of the Navy and now U.S. Secre- 
tary of Defence. 

The furore which this would cause if the 
press were free in this crucial phase of 
World War III may be compared in Britain to 
that which would result if the Minister of 
Defence were discovered conniving at the 
escape of the traitors Burgess and Maclean, 
and attempted to have his discoverer com- 
mitted. 

Because there is every likelihood that 
this case will be buried deep in a morass 
of evasion and untruth, we give the follow- 
ing statement in full.

Statement by Robert A. Winston, 

Captain, U.S.N.R. (ret.) 

Last December 2, 1959, I spoke in the Municipal 
Auditorium in San Antonio, Texas, on the subject of 
Communist infiltration of the nation’s mass informa- 
tion media. I appeared under the auspices of the 
Christian Crusade, under the direction of its Presi- 
dent, Dr. Billy James Hargis, whose anti-Communist 
radio programs are heard daily in 44 states. Speak- 
ing under my pen-name of “Col. Victor J. Fox” 
(actually I am a Captain in the U.S. Navy’s Retired 
Reserve, a comparable rank) I illustrated my talk 
with documentary exhibits ranging from the so-called 
“war horror” anti-morale magazines to pornographic 
teen-age publications and obscene paperback books. 

In the audience was Homer H. Hyde, who was later 
to be pilloried as the author of the Air Force manual 
(which mentioned Communist penetration of Protes- 
tant pulpits - Ed.). After hearing my presentation, 
Mr. Hyde showed me the manuscript of an Air Force 
pamphlet he was preparing. I made several sugges- 
tions, and called his attention to the various anti- 
Communist pamphlets available at the literature 
table in the auditorium. Among these was the now- 
famous pamphlet published by “TJhe^CiwuftH?i^fs 4 * - 
^j)pxtions-of which MrTHyde quoted in the Air Force 
manual which Secretary Gates ordered withdrawn, 
and for which he apologized publicly to Mr. Wine of 
the National Council of Churches. 

This is not the first time Secretary Gates has used 
his great powers of office to discredit someone who 
attempted to expose the handiwork of the Commu- 
nists. 

I have never met Secretary Gates, or even set eyes 
on him, although I demanded to do so. For it was Mr. 
Gates -who at that time was Under-Secretary of the 
U.S. Navy -who privately ordered an Assistant Sec- 
retary of the Navy to discharge me as the latter's 
Special Assistant, a $12,000-a-year “super-grade” 
appointment carrying a GS-16 grade, and top-secret 
security clearance. 

Fortunately, I was forewarned by the Assistant 
Secretary's Naval Aide, who was present when Mr. 
Gates stormed in and demanded my scalp. The Naval 
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Aide, puzzled by this sudden and angry denunciation 
of me by Mr. Gates, came to me privately to ask what 
I had done to deserve the obvious wrath of the 
Undersecretary of the Navy. 

What I had done, apparently, was an unforgivable 
sin in the eyes of Mr. Gates: in the course of my as- 
signed duties I had come upon clear evidence-docu- 
mented by official Department of Defence correspon- 
dence- of collusion with known Communists by 
senior U.S. officers on active duty, and I had put 
this evidence into an official report which I was 
about to submit to the Assistant Secretary. 

It had taken me several weeks of careful research 
to make sure of my facts -some of which required 
checking with the F.B.I. through the Office of Naval 
Intelligence. Among those who were involved was a 
high-level Soviet espionage agent whose F.B.I. dos- 
sier carried a higher security classification than 
TOP SECRET: it was in the EYES ONLY category. 
This F.B.I. file was shown by a senior Naval Intel- 
ligence official to the Assistant Secretary (whose 
identity is not disclosed here because he has since 
returned to civilian life, and who was at that time 
subject to the orders of his superior, Undersecretary 
Gates). 

Denounced by a Comrade 

Before I could submit my report to the Assistant 
Secretary, someone in the Pentagon got wind of it 
and went directly to Mr. Gates, who personally in- 
sisted that I be fired. This much is clear: the com- 
rade who denounced me to Mr. Gates was tipped off 
either Ey^meone-in Na*y„ Intelligence, Navy Public 
Information, or the Office of Information of the-De-r 
partment of Defence. 

So, the Assistant Secretary obediently called me 
on the carpet. He told me that I had become "a con- 
troversial figure,” and magnanimously offered me 
‘"a few weeks to look around for another job, before 
turning in your resignation.” I replied that I was not 
going to resign under a cloud, without first hearing 
the charges and facing the man who made them. 

The Assistant Secretary looked astonished, and 
started stalling. There was no security question in- 
volved, he assured me, or any question of profes- 
sional competence on my part; I had merely been 
“stepping on too many toes around the Pentagon.” 
But at no time did he ever inform me that Mr. Gates 
had ordered him to fire me, nor did he ever explain 
what charges had been made against me or who made 
them. 


I asked the Assistant Secretary to reserve judg- 
ment until he could read my report, and he agreed to 
do so. But he only skimmed through part of it, com- 
menting that I was “seeing things in dark comers.” 
When it became obvious that my report would only be 
pigeon-holed, I personally delivered a copy to the 
office of the Navy’s Inspector General, an Admiral 
who sent for me the next day and personally handed 
it back to me. “A very interesting report,” was all 
he said. 

I then sent a copy to F.B.I, Director J. Edgar 
Hoover. The next day his Pentagon liaison officer 
telephoned me that my report was being returned to 
the Navy Department, in accordance with Government 
jurisdictional regulations. In desperation, I took the 
last copy to the Senate Internal Security Sub-Com- 
mittee, which agreed to hear me in executive session 
for twenty minutes. (After learning what was involv- 
ed, they sent out for lunch and kept me testifying for 
more than three hours.) 

The Sub-Committee’s Counsel instructed me to in- 
form my office that I had placed the whole case on 
record, for my own protection. If I did so, he assured 
me, it would discourage any punitive measures a- 
gainst me by Pentagon officials. 

What happened shocked him almost as much as it 
shook me. The Assistant Secretary called me into 
his office and, in the presence of his Naval Aide, he 
told me solicitously: “You’ve been under a great 
strain lately, and we want to help you. The Navv'-S. 
Surgeon General. Admiral Hoga n, is waiting outside 
in my car. He’ll personally go with you to Bethesda 
Naval Hospital where you will receive the finest 
jnedteal treatment they can provide.” 

A “Mental Health” Case 

I replied that, since I was not on active duty, I 
was not entitled to free “medical” treatment at gov- 
ernment expense. He assured me that this was no 
problem whatever, since the details already had 
been arranged. 

I countered by asking him to put his request in 
writing, so that I could give the Senate Sub-Commit- 
tee a copy. He was understandably reluctant to do 
this, and that ended the discussion. He finally dis- 
missed me, saying that he would dispose of my case 
later, I reported this to the Senate Sub-Committee 
Counsel, who warned me: “Don’t go near Bethesda 
Naval Hospital under any circumstances. If you do 
they will ‘railroad* you!” 
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For a couple of days afterward, everything was 
ominously quiet. The Assistant Secretary was as 
cordial and friendly as before, although he was the 
one who was now obviously “under a great strain,” 
Shortly afterward, I learned why, when my older 
brother suddenly appeared in my home. My brother 
told me that he had flown to Washington hurriedly, 
after a long-distance telephone call from a high U.S. 
Government official who told him only that I was 

very sick. 

On his arrival in Washington, my brother was 
placed under intensive pressure for several hours by 
the Assistant Secretary, the Surgeon General, a U.S. 
Senator and several other high government officials 
who attempted to persuade him that 1 needed immedi- 
ate psychiatric treatment. (Please remember that the 
Navy’s Surgeon General was actually diagnosing my 
case without ever having seen me, and that I have 
never seen him to this day!) 


The purpose of this fantastic frame-up was simply 
to discredit me as a witness before the Senate In- 
ternal Security Sub-Committee. (The testimony of 
anyone having a record of psychiatric treatment 
would be gleefully ridiculed and instantly destroyed 
by Communist defence attorneys.) 



Thanks to the stubborn loyalty of my brother, who 
refused to sign a commitment warrant until he had 
seen me, I am still free today. 1 am not an inmate of 
a mental institution (as recently alleged by a high 
Pentagon official) and I have never been a mental 
patient, nor have I ever received psychiatric treat- 
ment of any kind. 


Yet I was nearly railroaded into the mental ward of 
a government hospital -by SecretatyJJates and his 
J^en]£ggnJi^ silence me as a potential 

government witness against Communist agents in the 
Pentagon, 


Police State Methods 

These brazen attempts to deprive me of my consti- 
tutional rights are police-state methods at their 
worst. And the man who instigated this despicable 
action to disgrace and discredit me now holds what 
amounts to the actual power of life and death over 
millions of American citizens. 

On February 20th, President Eisenhower announc- 
ed new security procedures giving accused persons 
the right to confront and cross-examine their accus- 
ers. This right was denied to me, when the Assis- 
tant Secretary refused to tell me what charges were 
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made against me, or let me face my accusers. Who- 
ever they were they were protected by Mr. Gates, 
who hid behind his immunity as Undersecretary of 
the Navy, who went on to become Secretary of the 
Navy and who is now the nation’s Secretary of De- 
fence. But my 20-year career of honourable govern- 
ment service went down the drain -along with the 
retirement benefits for which I would now be eligible 
-and I had to start all over again at the age of 47. 

In attempting to discredit my testimony before the 
Senate Internal Security Sub-Committee, Mr. Gates 
and those who carried out his orders employed po- 
lice-state methods which are totally un-American. 
And in doing so, wittingly or unwittingly, these men 
aided and abetted the Communist conspiracy.

Victim of ‘Mental Health' 

The attempt to prove Capt. Winston “men- 
- - tally- ill”, was also made in the case of Povl 
Bang-Jensen, the Danish- U.N, diplomat who at 
the price of his life gave the world the UtN. 
Report on Hungary. 

Miss Alice Widener, a patriotic American pub- 
lisher, refers in her publication U.S. A. to in- 
controvertible evidence that the Head of the 
U.N. Health Service was ordered to suggest 
that Bang-Jensen seek psychiatric care. She 
reveals that Bang-Jensen, whom she describes 
as “a stern principled lawyer, a soft-hearted 
man, a devoted husband and gentle father,” 
providentially wrote a letter to his wife saying 
that he would never commit suicide. In a memo- 
randum dated 30th November, 1957 Bang-Jensen 
wrote: 

“My wife who has been a calm, courageous and 
clear-minded adviser. .. has later begun to worry 
about this story (about ‘mental ill-health’ -Ed.) 

’ whteh she connects with certain other facts. She 
fears, now that it is clear that I will not retreat, 
that the circles outside the Secretariat ULTI- 


MATELY responsible for the sabotage, might 
have decided that it is necessary to risk having 
me disappear out of the window, or similarly, in 
‘a fit of depression’ .. .My wife has, neverthe- 
less, insisted that I should inform a few of my 
friends, that under no circumstances would I 
commit suicide. ^ 

“...My wife has also asked me to write this 
memorandum to her, and to make it clear also in 
this, that under no circumstances whatsoever 
would I ever commit suicide. . . ” 

Two years later Bang-Jensen, brave Danish 
patriot and Protestant Christian, was found 
dead, declared a “suicide.” — l 

* Whilst the case of Bang-Jensen has been vir- 
tually ignored in the press, the case of Caryl 
Chessman, convicted kidnapper and rapist who 
is a professed atheist and whose books written 
in “Death Row” champion Marxist principles, 
has been offered for public sympathy. The na- 
ture of our contemptible “free” press was 
never more vividly illustrated.

Although fiction, the book reputedly 
gives die impression it is based on fact. The author, Winston, 
is reported as frequently alleging that former Secretary of Defense 
Thomas A. Gates tried to "railroad" him into a mental ward in 
1955 to discredit his charges that communists had infiltrated the 
Pentagon.

White is not identifiable in Bufiles; however, the Christian Crusade 
and its Founder -Director, Billy James Hargis, are well known to the Bureau. ^ 

Hargis is a nondenominational minister who has been described as a hill-billy evan- ; 
gelist. Hargis has been the subject of two Registration Act investigations, neither 
of which produced sufficient evidence to indicate he was serving as an agent for ^ 
foreign governments. He is a controversial figure and many citizen inquiries have 
been received regarding him. A representative of Christian Crusade recently wrote - 
to Congressman Page Belcher in an attempt to be placed on the Bureau jailing list. - 
The Bureau. refused to place them on the mailing list because of the corttrgy|srsial 
nature of Christian Crusade and the charges the leaders so freely leveHin dll direc- "f, 
tions. It was believed they might use material from the Bureau in some mah ner t o • : 
embarrass us and the Congressman was discreetly advised that we did not desire to 
send material to the Christian Crusade. 

Victor J. Fox is the Pen Name of Robert A. Winston, a former Special;;* 
Assistant to the Assistant Secretary of the Navy for Personnel and Reserve Ibrces . ij 
This book is supposedly a sequel to another of his books, "The Pentagon Case," and t 
preports to show how "John F. Kennedy, his successor and their strange advisors" 
placed the United States in danger "by default to an international Communj&t con- 
spiracy."
